The Sunday and Bear rivers are 
the haunts of fishermen. Broad 
street tales one to Paradise Hill, 
yo-called because of Its long, hard 
climb, the view of mileg of rich 
eountry from lbs top belng a flt 
reward for those who persevere, 

The new Evang Notch Highway 
stretches from Gilead, just wert of 
Bethel, to North Chatham, Chath- 
am and Stow, through virgin coun- 
try that offers incomparable scen- 
ery. There Is nothing more memor- 
ible than the Androscoggin River 
bordering: Bethel, where milifons of 
epools are made and shipped to 
thread and yarn mitls all over the 
world, 

Rethel is the home of Gould Aca- 
demy and was the residence of the 
Inte Professor William Rogers 
Chapman, of Maine Musle Festival 
note. The Chapman home is now 
nocupied In the summer by Mrs. 
Chapman, and for years has been 
the mecesn of composers and muasle 
lovers, 

Originally Called Sudbury Cntiads

The outbreak of the Revolution- 
ury War threw things into confu- 
sion. Not until 1783 did the General 
Court give full title to settlers for 
land rightfully theirs, 

Axes and Sugar Kettles 

The first white man who shoul- 
dered his axe here is said to have 
been Lieutenant Nathaniel Segar, 
who came from Newton, Mass. in 
1774. But no sooner had he hewn 
down trees and bullt his cabin than 
he left for the war, “in which he 
was engaged for two years and 
nine months." He wag back In 
Bethel In 1770, accompanied by 
Jonathan Bartlett and with kettles 
in which sugar was made and later 
sold to the Indians. 

Lieutenant Jonathan Clark was 
another ¢arly arrival, He is said to 
have heen the first white man to 
cut hay here, In the fall of 1776 
Samuel Ingallg and his wife left 
Andover, Mass. to join the little 
Maine colony. Mrs. Ingalls, journ- 
eying partly on foot and partly on 
horathack, was the first white 
woman of the town, In consequence 
of which 100 neres of Innd were 
#iven lo her, Other pioneers werc 
Benjamin Russell and General 
Amos Hastings, both of Fryeburg. 
In 1770 Captain Eleazer Twitchell, 
won of Joseph ‘Twitchell, original 
proprictor of the mills, arrived 
with hig family to look after his 
father's property. With him was 
his wife, his wife'a sister, Betey 
Mason, five children and six serv- 
ants, 

In the spring of 1781, thirteen 
years afler the plantation had bein 
Aranted to the proprictors, there 
were bul ten familles In the town. 
Thin lack of growth waa due large. 
ly to the Revolutionary War and 
to Indian upriaings. Yet despite 
these uolbacks and the freshet In 
1785, new colonists began wo ope 
pear, 

"The ploneers had no roads," the 
xceord reads. "Spotted treea aerved 
an puldeboards. Marvelous strides 
were told by them relating to their 
crops of wheat, potatoes and corn 
In the rleh soll of the intervales 
Yet thoy had their luxurley.

In primitive days flax was spun 
and woven into cloth from which 
handkerchiefs, checked aprons and 
gowns were fashioned, “while for 
Sunday shirts nothing better wes 
expected....The wool from sheep 
Was manufactured into blankets, 
woolen shirts and  such,...while 
one web went to the fulling mill, 
out of which go-to-meeting clothes 
were made,” 

The pioneers did not suffer from 
the cold, Every farmer carried his 
enlfs and sowsking to the tanner 
who changed them into leather 
and often he spent the fall and 
winter evenings making boots and 
shoes for his family, The well-to Jo 
eitizen wore a buff vest adorne 
with brass buttons, while a ruafflrs 
shirt appeared prominently, A 
watch chain with a carnation sel 
hung from his trousers. Under- 
clothing was unknown, 

“For the older men a red ban- 


danna pocket handkerchief served 


& good purpose, and a muffler for 
the neck in cold weather, while the 


young men had a gay-colored silk

AILING HOUSE

Plastering, 

UESTION: Our dining room, 

bedroom, and kitchen walls are 
plasterboard, with two thicknesses 
of wallpaper. We want to put on 
plaster with a hard, smooth finish. 
Must the wallpaper first be en- 
tirely removed? Could we use plas- 
tie paint? 

Answer: Before plastering, the 
Wallpaper must be removed, which 
can be done by soaking it with water. 
Be careful in doing the job, so that 
in taking off the wallpaper you do 
not also take off the paper that is 
part of the plasterboard, With the 
Paper off, you can apply wall plas- 
ter, of the ordinary kind; but I 
should prefer plastic paint of a kind 
that is made with gypsum. This 
contains an adhesive that will make 
a good bond with your plasterboard, 
It can be applied with a broad brush 
and smoothed down with a trowel 
or a plasterer’s float, 


Damp Cellar, 


Question: In an old farmhouse 
that we recently purchased, the cel- 
lar is very damp, even though it fs 
cemented, The stone walls sweat, 
and in wet weather water comes in 
at the side. Can we do anything 
ourselves at no great expense to 
make the cellar dry?

WINTER DRIVING TIPS 
FOR SAFER DRIVING © 

To paraphrage an old maxim, 
“Now is the time for all good driy- 
ers to come to the aid of their fel- 


low motorists.” For with winter's. 


approach, every driver would do 


well to review hig car-handling- 


technique in view of the rigorous 
conditions which the snow-and-ice 
season imposes, 

Ed Hedner, national director of 


service for Chevrolet, has compiled. 


a list of winter tips which every 
motorist should review ag the days 
grow shorter and road ~ hazards 
inerease. Prime among them—and 
a “first principle” on the winter 
highways—Ig “slow down,” A win- 
ter-time investment in safety is 
the decrease of your normal driy- 
ing speed by at least one-third, 
If you are accustomed to traveling 
30 miles per hour between home 
and office, slow down to 20 or 25 
miles, and reap your harvest in un- 
dented ferders, 

Hand in hand with this advice 
igs the admonition to keep a safe 
distance between your car and the 


one ahead, a self-evident rule with * 


00d drivers, but one that becomes 
doubly important when streets and 
highways are glazed with ice and 
covered with a deceptively light 
snowfall, 

Another sound bit of advice 
which Hedner offers to the city 
motor#$t in particular, fs a word 
of caution with reference to car 
tracks, When you get your wheels 
caught in car tracks or icy ruts, 
never attempt to get them jout 
without decreasing your speed, 
Skids are often a result of “whip- 
ping, the car out of ruts ataspeed 
that virtually invites skidding, 

When approaching traffic lights 
in winter time, assume that the 
light will probably turn against 
you, not that you can “slide 
through” if your lucl: holds, Base 
up to the intersection carefully 
avoiding any sudden application of 
brakes, for here again a special 
winter driving technique comes 
into play. In braking your cat on a 
slippery street, “pump” your brakes 
slowly and easily and you will find 
that traction can be retained. Do 
not release your clutch until yout 
are practically 
brakes and motor both can be 
made to help glow you down, 

Most winter driving accidents, 
experience show, oceur In the cen- 
ter Innes of traffic. Obviously, you 
can boost your “safety potential” 
by avoiding center lanes in favor of 
the eurb lane, 

Proper use of skid chains may 
mean the difference between safe- 
ty and danger. But they cannot 
take the place of proper caution. 
Remember that chaing do hot en- 
able you to travel safely at in- 
creased speed, They sometimes act 
as skates on slippery streets. Apply 
brakes slowly when using chains, 
and keep in mind that the purpose 
of chaina is to improve traction. 
They are not a substitute for safe 
driving.
